Pope Crowns Image 
Proclaims Mary as Queen 


VATICAN CITY (&-In the su- 


preme ceremony of the Roman 
Catholic Church's Marian year, 
Pope Pius Xn crowned an ancient 
image of the Virgin Mary today 
and proclaimed her Queen of Hea- 
ven and Earth. 


In an address from the altar of 


St. Peter's Basilica, the 77-year- 
old Pontiff called on the Virgin's 
"unending goodness" to "obtain 
for men who are solicitous of their 
responsibilities the grace to over- 
come despondency and indolence. 


"From the unending goodness of 


the most blessed virgin whom we 
invoke today as tile royal mother 
of our Lord," he continued, "we 
also expect other Benefits not less 
precious. Not only must she anni- 
hilate the dark plans and wicked 
works of those who are enemies of 
a united and Christian mankind, 
but she has also to communicate 
to modern men something of her 
own spirit." 


Thousands Cheer 


Thousands of pilgrims gathered 


from many parts of the world 
cheered the head of the church as 
he was carried on his portable 
throne through St. Peter's Square 
for the solmen ceremony and then 
back to the Vatican. 


Though the hour-long ceremony 


appeared to tire him. the Pope 
showed little sign of his1 long ill- 
ness last winter from which he 
said recently he had not yet fully 
recovered. 


More than a score of cardinals, 


300 bishops and thousands of mem- 
bers of religious orders and pil- 
grims thronged the basilica and 
the square for the event. 


Proclaims Queenship 


At Its climax the Pope proclaim- 


ed the virgin's queenship and then 
placed golden diadems on the 
brows of Mary and the Christ child 
she held in her arms. 


The five-foot-high painting which 


he crowned is known as the "salus 
populi Romani." salvation of the 
Roman people and is said to be 
the. work of St. Luke. 
It was

Roman 
streets 
Sunday to St. 


Peter's from the basilica of St. 


Mary Major, the world's oldest 
shrine to the virgin. 


The colorful ceremony was the 


highlight of the Marian year, pro- 
claimed by the Pontiff to honor 
the Virgin Mary upon the centen- 
ary of the dogma that proclaimed 
her immaculate conception. This is j 
the Catholic belief that she alone 
of all mankind was born without 
the stain of the original sin of 
Adam and Eve. 


Fourth Anniversary 


Today also was the fourth anni- 


versary of the assumption dogma, 
proclaimed by the Pontiff and es- 


tablishing as Catholic belief that 
Mary was taken into Heaven both 
in body and soul. 


The Marian Year, observed by 


Catholics throughout the 
world, 


ends on Dec. 8. 


Already proclaimed with an en- 


cyclical made public on Oct. 23, 
today's ceremony formally attest- 
ed to the new liturgical1'feast day 
of Mary's regality. It will be ob- 
served annually on May 31, a day 
upon which Catholics' consecra- 
tion of the human race to the im- 
maculate heart of Mary is to be 
renewed everywhere.

OREGON — If you are consider- 


ing getting new lamps for your

Fluorescent tubes cast a cool, 


blue-white light, which emphasizes 


p roo! rr»!orf\ likp biue and gr^en, 


and tones down the warm colors. 


In contrast, incandescent bulbs 


give off a reddish-yellow light just 
like oil lamps and candles do. This 
intensifies 
t h e 


warm colors such 
as red. 
orange 


and yellow, and 
dulls the cool col- 
ors. 


So if you are 


choosing r u g s , 
curtains or other 
furnishings to be 
used with fluor- 
escent l a m p s , 
keep this differ- 
ence in mind. 


Fluorescent lighting in kitchens 


and bathrooms is especially good 
because it gives a clean, crisp look. 


But for dining and for your liv- 


ing room where you want a warm 
intimate evening atmosphere, the 
warm tones that suggest candle- 
light and the blowing hearth are 
easier to achieve with incandescent 
lighting. 


/ippy Sandwiches 


Perhaps members of your family 


who must take sandwiches to school 
or work complained, or maybe 
you've noticed, that some sand- 
wiches when eaten are dull and 
tasteless even though you've put a 
dash of salt and pepper over the 
filling. 


If you've had this trouble why 


not try this old Danish custom. 
Sprinkle the bread with salt and 
pepper BEFORE spreading with 
butter. In this way the butter seems 
to hold in the flavor of the season- 
ings and they are not lost in the 
filling. 


Although salt and pepper may be 


your favorite seasonings, many oth- 
er seasoned salts — onion, garlic 
or celery — taste wonderful in 
sandwiches, too.

gained from the fall conference was 
information on the new farm and 
home development program that is 
being initiated in certain counties 
throughout the United States. 


Ogle County is one of the 


twenty-nine counties which have- 
been selected for this program in 
Illinois. 
The Farm and Home develop- 


ment plan came into being when 
several farm organizations sup- 
ported the appropriation by Con- 
gress of an extra seven million dol- 
lars to help strengthen extension 
work. These organizations realized 
the need of a program that would 
emphasize the so-called farm unit 
approach and would help with mar- 
keting, public policy, and consumer 
education. 


This development program is to 


be worked into the existing proj- 
ects that extension nvorkers are 
now carrying on in their counties. 


The program goals will be effi- 


cient production, better health, and 
better living — the same goals ex- 
tension has had in the past. 


But the approach in this plan 


will be different than that usual- 
ly used in extension. Instead of 
developing one project such as 
dairying, water systems, or cloth- 
ing or food freezing — extension 
will be working to develop the 
entire farm and family unit. 
We in extension will be working 


closely with farm families to sup- 
ply the information needed to de- 
velop and carry out the families' 
plans. 


Young farm families will enroll 


in this plan. 


It is hoped that young farmers 


just starting out or those who have 
not been married more than 10 
years and especially families with 
young children will enroll. 


Through individual conferences 


and small group meeting, we in 
extension will help these farm 
families to see what their prob- 
lems and opportunities are, and 
in what ways they can best use 
their resources to accomplish 
what they want. 
Families will then set up their 


goals and work out their own plans 
for achieving them. 


This \vill be a long term project 


for farm families — it will not be 
accomplished in a year or two 
years but its rewards should be of 
lasting significance to all those par- 
ticipating in it. 


Since coming to Ogle County I've 


attended two square dances at the 
Coliseum in Oregon sponsored by 
the 4-H club groups and extension.

held in the same place sponsored 
by the RFD Club, a group of young 
married couples in the county.

Manning the Smudge Pots 


The phrase, "where there's smoke there must be fire." 


is one of those neat, rounded little thoughts that sound very 
apt and useful 
But too often today it serves as a limp ex- 


cuse for avoiding responsible judgment on a critical problem, j 


In the welter of modern-day affairs, the phrase pops up j 


continuously. Politicians use it and voters use it. Maybe 
this shouldn't surprise, since there's so much smoke around 
nowadays. It billows about the heads of many men, private 
citizens'and public figures alike. 


The meaning of the words is simple, of course. If there 


are a lot of charges against an individual, if there is a good 
deal of circumstantial evidence of wrongdoing, then the judg- 
ment follows almost automatically: "The charges must be 
true."

The notion implicit in the celebrated phrase is that men 


do not make charges unless they have real basis for them, 
that thcv do not manufacture smoke. 


But" the facts of our public life do not support this no- 


tion. 
The fabricated charge has always been a device in 


American politics, as in most other. And in this current time 
of tension, with communism threatening on many sides, the 
air in the United States is steadily filled with the vapors of 
personal attack—generated by men who consciously play 
upon our fears. 


Some of the men who man the smudge pots are genuine 


specialists at it. They know the mood and temper of the 
country. They know that if they keep sending up smoke' 
clouds, sooner or later, they'll convince some citizens there's 
a fire in somebody's back yard.

A moment's real thought about the matter will disclose 


the dangers in allowing oneself to be thus misled. If we 
Americans should insist on agreeing that "where there's 
smoke there must be fire." then anyone with a smoke ma- 
chine and a lot of energy can smudge up any man, any or- 
ganization, any administration. 


Actually, the phrase goes against the grain of the best 


American traditions of fair play, which do not permit an as- 
sumption of a man's guilt on the basis of unproved charges 
no matter how numerous. 


We ought to hear much less of the phrase than we do. 


What we really need is a good national antismoke ordinance, 
to clear the air. Then we could tell a real fire from the 
smokescreens churned up by the men at the pots.

should be said that diverticulosis 
of the intestines is rare in children 
and young people but occurs in 
about one in 20 of those in their 
adult years. Frequently, very fre- 
quently indeed, diverticula. though 
present, do not produce any symp- 
toms whatever and do not require 
any special treatment at all. 


WHAT IS diverticulosis? A di- 


verticulum is a pouch or pocket 
leading off from a large cavity or 
tube. Diverticula (more than one 
diverticulumt are most common in 
the colon or lower part of the bow- 
el. When these pockets do not pro- 
duce symptoms the condition is 
called "diverticulosis." This does 
not require treatment. 


But they can become inflamed 


and then the label "diverticulitis" 
is applied. In diverticulitis the 
symptoms of inflammation vary a 
good deal. There may be a single 
slight attack of acute abdominal 
pain or several attacks of slight 
distress. Occasionally, the inflam- 
mation may be so severe as to 
cause a perforation or hole in the 
pocket with infection spreading to 
the 
abdominal cavity and pro- 


ducing peritonitis, abscess forma- 
tion, or obstruction. 


THE AREA INVOLVED may be 


sensitive to pressure, though of 
course many other conditions can 
cause such symptoms. For this 
reason the diagnosis is often diffi- 
cult. Examination of the lower 
par! of the bowel by the use of an 
instrument called a proctoscope is 
usually necessary. X-ray studies 
also help in establishing diagnosis. 


When severe diverticulitis bursts 


through the wall of the bowel or 
obstructs intestinal action, an im- 
mediate operation may be neces- 
sary. In most cases, however, 
treatment by diet or medicine is 
all that is needed. Rest in bed and 
heat applied to the abdomen are 
often indicated. 


MOST DIVERTICTLA need not 


cause serious concern. Of those 
which do produce trouble, the 
majority can be treated success- 
fully by simple means. This is not 
a condition which should worry 
many people, especially if one of 
these pouches is discovered by ac- 
cident in the course of routine X- 
rays or tests for some other sus- 
pected disorder.

BOSTON—A gruesome implication lay just beneath Charles E. Wil- 


son's analogy of "Bird dogs and kennel-fed dogs." Wilson was discuss- 
ing a meeting with a group of businessmen from a "distressed area" 
who wanted more contracts for materials of war because 150 young men 
in the neighborhood had not been called in the draft. Thus these boyj 
were out of work. 


Now it is true, as Wilson put it, that some men of gumption will 


afield to find work when there is none to be found 
at home, but these 150 presumably have had little 
or no worldly experience and hesitate to venture be- 
yond their accustomed horizons alone. From them 
into the shapeless ranks of the draftees leaving home 
for the army camp and they are not alone, even 
though they be personal strangers to one another. 
But it is a different matter by far for a kid. with no 
experience as a workman earning his own living 
away from home, to tie loose, go to a strang-e ci;y 
and find a job and living quarters and strike up his 
own acquaintances. 


We bowed to the arrogant propaganda of pressure 


with headquarters in New York in forbidding by law the employment 
of kids under 16. That shut them off from experience and complicated 
their lives and the lives of their families in unforeseen ways. It made 
for indolence and dependence and, we are credibly told, for criminality 
on the part of "punks." They are big and strong enough to earn spend- 
ing money and occupy their leisure time in useful or. at worst, harmless 
concerns, but whoever hires them under 16 may go to jail. 


Now. and ever since F. D. Roose- 


velt resoited to undisguised mili- 
tarism as the sequel to his Civilian 
Conservation Coips. we try to usa 
up some of our surplus manpower 
by dragooning boys just becoming 
men nto the "armed services." 
This costs billions but billions are 
only numeials now. Charlie Wil- 
son's terribly significant remark 
louche1; the fact that if the "gov- 
ernment" does not put guns in 
their hands i'or two years, they 
and their paients. the politicians, 
the unions and the Chambers of 
Commerce expect the "govern- 
ment" to hire them to manufacture 
guns to be put in the hands of 
others. The "gun" may be air- 
craft, vehicles or clothing. Roose- 
velt and Truman never did succeed 
in relieving that slump which was 
falsely described as Hoover's de- 
pression. It struck in Hoover's 
term but it would surely have 
struck in the term of Al Smith, 
Democrat, if he had had the mis- 
fortune to be elected in 1928.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO SECTIONS 6,7 AND 8 


OF ARTICLE IV 


(Legislative Apportionment Amendment) 


Explanation of Amendment 


This amendment would direct the General Assem- 


bly to redistrict the State for the purpose of electing 
one Senator from each of 58 senatorial districts and 
three Representatives from each of 59 representative 
districts. 


As concerns the Senate, area would be the "prime 


consideration" in the formation of the 58 districts. 
Downstate would be entitled to 34 districts and Cook 
county to 24 districts, 18 of them in Chicago and six 
in the county outside Chicago. 


As concerns the House of Representatives, the 59 


districts would be based upon equal population as 
nearly as practical, except that in the redistricting 
prior to the 1960 census, downstate would be entitled 
to 29 districts and Cook county to 30 districts, 23 of 
them in Chicago and seven in the county outside 
Chicago. The three Representatives from each dis- 
trict would be elected by cumulative voting as at 
present. 


Should the General Assembly fail to redistrict as 
directed, this duty would fall "on a commission ap- 
pointed by the Governor. The State central commit- 
tees of the two major parties would each submit a 
list of 10 nominees to the Governor, who would ap- 
point five from each list, making a 10 member com- 
mission. Should the commission fail to redistrict. Sen- 
ators coming up at the next election and all Repre- 
sentatives would be elected from the State at large. 
If the resulting General Assembly still failed to redis- 
trict, a new commission would be appointed, as before 
and should this second commission fail to redistrict,

Tax Form Envelope Will 
Be Tip-Off on Earnings 
Stripes on Exterior Will 
Tell Your Salary Bracket 


By KD CRKAGII 


WASHINGTON i-P — A Jotter you 


get late next month may provide 
a tipoff to your neighbors as to 
\vhai saiary bracket you were in 
last year. 


Right after Christmas, the gov- 


ernment will start mailing income 
tax forms and instructions to tax- 
payers. And these paukeis \viil tell 
anybody who looks at them what 
your 
income bracket 
was 
last 


year — whether you were in the 
under-$5,000. the 
S5.000-to-$10,000, 


or the over-$10,000 class. 


This is how it works: 
If you reported on the simplest 


form an income of less than $5.- 
000 last year, the government will 
mail you a new type of return. 


It will be about the size of an or- 


dinary bank check. The return, 
which you must file by April 15. 
1^55, is designed for easy handling 
by calculating machines. 


If you reported a S5,000-to-S10.- 


000 income last year, your new 
form will come — along with an 
instruction booklet — unwrapped. 
The package will bear a red stripe 
a quarter of an inch wide. 


Finally, if you told the govern- 


ment your income last, year was 
over $10,000. you also will receive 
a no-envelope packet. But in this 
case it will carry a quarter-inch- 
wide yellow stripe. 


There are some exceptions to 


this system. For instance : 


Farmers, as well as business 


firm proprietors and partners, will 
get special forms. Businessmen's 
will have a blue stripe on the out- 
side. Farmers' will have a green 
stripe.
